BROOKLYN CENTER, Minn. (AP) — A prosecutor said | ra ¥ 
Wednesday that he charged a white former suburban 
Minneapolis police officer with second-degree man- | 


slaughter for killing 20-year-old Black motorist Daunte 
Wright in a shooting that ignited days of unrest and clash- 
es between protesters and police. 

The charge against former Brooklyn Center police Of- 
ficer Kim Potter was filed Wednesday, three days after 
Wright was killed during a traffic stop and as the nearby 
murder trial progresses for the ex-officer charged with kill- 
ing George Floyd last May, Washington County Attorney 
Pete Orput said. The former Brooklyn Center police chief 
has said that Potter, a 26-year veteran and training of- 
ficer, intended to use her Taser on Wright but fired her 
handgun instead. However, protesters and Wright's family 
members say there’s no excuse for the shooting and that 
it shows how the justice system Is tilted against Blacks, not- 
ing Wright was stopped for expired car registration and 
ended up dead. “Certain occupations carry an immense 
responsibility and none more so than a sworn police of- 
ficer,” Imran Ali, Washington County assistant criminal di-

Ali said he and Orput met 
with Wright's family and 
assured them that no re- 
sources Would be spared in 
prosecuting the case. 
Intent isn't a necessary 
component of second- 
degree manslaughter in 
Minnesota. The charge — 
which carries Ga maximum 
penalty of 10 years in prison 
— can be applied in cir- 
cumstances where a per- 
son Is susoected of caus- 
ing a death by “culpable 
negligence” that creates 
an unreasonable risk and 
consciously takes chances 
to cause the death of a 
person. 

Potter, 48, was arrested 
Wednesday morning at the 
Bureau of Criminal Appre- 
hension in St. Paul. Her at- 
torney did not immediately 
resoond to messages from 
The Associated Press. 
Potter and Police Chief 


Tim Gannon both resigned 
Tuesday. 

Concrete barricades and 
tall metal fencing had 
been set Up around Pot- 
ter's home in Champlin, 
north of Brooklyn Center, 
with police cars guarding 
the driveway. After Floyd's 
death last year, protest- 
ers demonstrated several 
times at the home of Derek 
Chauvin, the former Minne- 
apolis officer now on trial in 
Floyd's death. 

Police say Wright was 
oulled over for expired tags 
on Sunday, but they sought 
to arrest him after discover- 
ing he had an outstanding 
warrant. The warrant was 
for his failure to aopear in 
court on charges that he 
fled from officers and pos- 
sessed a gun without a per- 
mit during an encounter 
with Minneapolis police in 
June. 

Body camera video that 
Gannon released Monday 


shows Potter approaching 
Wright as he stands outside 
of his car as another officer 
is arresting him. 

As Wright struggles with po- 
lice, Potter shouts, “I'll Tase 
you! I'll Tase you! Taser! 
Taser! Taser!” before firing a 
single shot from a handgun 
in her right hand. 

The news release announc- 
ing the charge noted that 
Potter holstered her hand- 
gun on the right side and 
her Taser on the left. The 
handles of each weapon 
faced to Potter’s rear. The 
Taser is yellow with a black 
grip and would require Pot- 
ter to remove it from her 
holster with her left hand, 
the county attorney’s state- 
ment said. 

Wright family attorney Ben 
Crump said the family ap- 
oreciates the criminal case, 
but he again disputed that 
the shooting was acciden- 
tal, arguing that an expe- 
rienced officer knows the 
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difference between a Tas- 
er and a handgun. 

“Kim Potter executed 
Daunte for what amounts 
to no more than a minor 
traffic infraction and a mis- 
demeanor warrant,” he 
said. 

Experts say cases of offic- 
ers mistakenly firing their 
gun instead of a Taser are 
rare, usually less than once 
a year nationwide. 

Transit officer Johannes 
Mehserle was convicted 
of involuntary manslaugh- 
ter and sentenced to two 
years in prison after re- 
sponding to a fight at a 
train station in Oakland, 
California, killing 22-year- 
old Oscar Grant in 2009. 
Mehserle testified at trial 
that he mistakenly pulled 
his .40-caliber handgun in- 
stead of his stun gun. 

In Oklahoma, a white vol- 
unteer sheriff's deputy for 
Tulsa County, Robert Bates, 
was convicted of second- 


degree manslaughter after 
accidentally firing his hand- 
gun when he meant to 
deploy his stun gun on Eric 
Harris, a Black man who 
was being held down by 
other officers in 2015. 
Potter was an instructor with 
Brooklyn Center police, ac- 
cording to the Minnesota 
Police and Peace Officers 
Association. She was train- 
ing two other officers when 
they stopped Wright, the 
association's leader, Brian 
Peters, told the Star Tribune. 
On Tuesday night, hun- 
dreds of demonstrators 
again gathered at Brooklyn 
Center's heavily guarded 
police headquarters, now 
ringed by concrete barri- 
ers and a tall metal fence, 
and where police in riot 
gear and National Guard 
soldiers stood watch. 
About 90 minutes before 
a 10 p.m. curfew, state 
police announced over a 
loudspeaker that the gath- 
ering had been declared 
Unlawful and ordered the 
crowds to disperse. Pro- 
testers launched fireworks 
toward the station and 
threw objects at offic- 
ers, Who launched _ flash- 
bangs and gas grenades, 
then marched in a line to 
force back the crowd. The 
number of protesters olum- 
meted over the next hour, 
until only a few remained. 
Police also ordered all me- 
dia to leave. 

Brooklyn Center, a suburb 
just north of Minneapolis, 
has seen its racial demo- 
graphics shift dramatically 
in recent years. In 2000, 
more than 70% of the city 
was white. Today, a major- 
ity of residents are Black, 
Asian or Hispanic. 

Mayor Mike Elliot t said 
Tuesday that he didn’t 
have at hand information 
on the police force’s racial 
diversity but that “we have 
very few people of color in 
our department.’

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Senate filibuster test over Asian-American hate crime bill

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate is poised to start 
debate on legislation con- 
fronting the rise of potential 
hate crimes against Asian 
Americans, a growing 
problem during the coro- 
navirus crisis that will also 
test whether the chamber 
can push past partisanship 
on an issue important to 
many constituents. 
Typically, the Democratic- 
soonsored COVID-19 Hate 
Crimes Act might quickly 
face qa filibuster, Opposed 
by Republicans who pre- 
fer a different approach. 
But under the Senate lead- 
ers’ agreement struck aft 
the start of the year, Re- 
publicans and Democrats 
pledged to try to at least try 
to debate bills to see if they 
could reach agreement 
through the legislative pro- 
cess. 

Ahead of Wednesday's ini- 
tial votes, several leaders 
of the Asian American and 
Pacific Iskander community 
in Congress gave personal 
and heart-wrenching § sto- 
ries of the racism they and 
their constituents have 
faced, incidents on the rise 
during the virus outbreak. 
“For more than a year, the 
Asian American community 
has been fighting two crises 
— the COVID-19 pandemic 
and the anti-Asian hate,” 
Rep. Grace Meng, D-N.Y., 
a co-author of the bill, said 
Tuesday at the Capitol.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The

Schumer said he was open 
to considering changes to 
the bill. He is in conversa- 
tions with McConnell on a 
package of amendments 
that could be considered, 
according to aides. 

“We cannot and must not 
remain — silent,” Schumer 
said Tuesday. 

“There is no reason, no rea- 
son, this shouldn't be a bi- 
partisan bill that passes the 
Senate.” 

A robust floor debate is 
rare for the Senate, which 
has ground to a halt due 
to pervasive partisanship. 
The gridlock has intensified 
calls from Democrats to 
change the filibuster rules 
to push past the opposi- 
tion. Shy of taking that step, 
Schumer and McConnell 
had reached a tentative 
accord earlier this year to 
try fo push past stalemates 
and allow senators to dis- 
cuss and amend bills. 
Several Republican sena- 
tors indicated they would 
orefer to adjust the hate 
crimes legislation, but they 
are reluctant to exercise 
the filibuster on this bill. Op- 
posing If could expose sen- 
ators to claims they are be- 
ing racially insensitive.

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Ponzi schemer Bernie Madoff dies in prison at 82

NEW YORK (AP) — Bernard 
Madoff, the infamous ar- 
chitect of an epic securities 
swindle that burned thou- 
sands of investors, outfoxed 
regulators and earned him 
a 150-year prison term, died 
behind bars early Wednes- 
day. He was 82. 

Madoff's death at the Fed- 
eral Medical Center in But- 
ner, North Carolina, was 
confirmed by his lawyer 
and the Bureau of Prisons. 
Last year, Madoff's law- 
yers unsuccessfully asked a 
court to release him from 
prison during the corona- 
virus pandemic, saying he 
suffered from end-stage 
renal disease and other 
chronic medical condi- 
tions. His death was due 
to natural causes, a per- 
son familiar with the matter 
told The Associated Press. 
The person was not du- 
thorized to speak publicly 
and spoke to the AP on the 
condition of anonymity. 
For decades, Madoff en- 
joyed an image as a self- 
made financial guru whose 
Midas touch defied market 
fluctuations. A former chair- 
man of the Nasdaq stock 
market, he attracted a de- 
voted legion of investment 
clients — from Florida retir- 
ees to celebrities such as 
film director Steven Spiel- 
berg, actor Kevin Bacon 
and Hall of Fame pitcher 
Sandy Koufax. 

But his investment advi- 
sory business was exposed 
in 2008 as a Ponzi scheme 
that wicted out people's 
fortunes and ruined chari- 
ties. He became so hated 
he wore a bulletoroof vest 
to court. 

The fraud was believed 
to be the largest in Wall 
Street's history. 

Over the years, court- 
appointed trustees labor- 
ing to unwind the scheme 
have recovered more than 
$14 billion of an estimated 
$17.5 billion investors put 
into Madoff's business. At 
the time of Madoff's arrest, 
fake account statements 
were felling clients they 
had holdings worth $60 bil- 
lion. 

Madoff pleaded guilty in 
March 2009 to securities 


fraud and other charges, 
saying he was "deeply sorry 
and ashamed." 

After several months living 
Under house arrest at his 
$7 million Manhattan pent- 
house apartment, he was 
led off to jail in handcuffs 
to scattered applause from 
angry investors in the court- 
room. 

"He stole from the rich. He 
stole from the poor. He 
stole from the in between. 
He had no values,” former 
investor Tom_ Fitzmaurice 
told the judge at the sen- 
tencing. "He cheated his 
victims out of their money 
so he and his wife ... could 
live a life of luxury beyond 
belief." 

Madoff's attorney in recent 
years, Brandon Samole, 
said in a statement that the 
financier had “lived with 
guilf and remorse for his 
crimes’ up until his death. 
"Although the crimes Ber- 
nie was convicted of have 
come to define who he 
was — he was also a father 
and a husband. He was 
soft sooken and an intel- 
lectual. Bernie was by no 
means perfect. But no man 
is, Sample said. 

U.S. District Judge Denny 
Chin sentenced Madoff 
to the maximum possible 
term.

of the system is not merely 
a bloodless financial crime 
that takes place just on pa- 
per, but it is instead ... one 
that takes a staggering hu- 
man toll," Chin said. 

A judge issued a forfeiture 
order strioping Madoff of 
all his personal property, 
including real estate, in- 
vestments, and $80 million 
in assets his wife, Ruth, had 
claimed were hers. The or- 
der left her with $2.5 million. 
The scandal also exacted a 
personal toll on the family: 
One of his sons, Mark, killed 
himself on the second anni- 
versary of his father's arrest 
in 2010. Madoff's brother, 
Peter, who helped run the 
business, was sentenced to 
10 years in prison in 2012, 
despite claims he was in 
the dark about his brother's 
misdeeds. 

Madoff's other son, An- 
drew, died from cancer at 
age 48. Ruth Is still living. 
Jerry Reisman, an_ attor- 
ney for about three dozen 
Madoff victims, said he'd 
sooken to several after 
Madoff's death. 

"Some of them are saying 
they're enjoying this day,’ 
he said. "No one sees this as 
a great loss. No one is going 
to mourn Bernie Madoff. 
They are happy they have 
survived him." 

Madoff was born in 1938 


in a lower-middle-class 
Jewish neighborhood | in 
Queens. In the financial 


world, the story of his rise to 
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prominence — how he left 
for Wall Street with Peter in 
1960 with a few thousand 
dollars saved from working 
as a lifeguard and installing 
sprinklers — became leg- 
end. ‘They were two strug- 
gling kids from Queens. 
They worked hard," said 
Thomas  Morling, © who 
worked closely with the 
Madoff brothers in the mid- 
1980s setting Up and run- 
ning computers that made 
their firm a trusted leader in 
off-floor trading. 

"When Peter or Bernie said 
something that they were 
going to do, their word was 
their bond," Morling said in 
a 2008 interview. 

In the 1980s, Bernard L. 
Madoff Investment Securi- 
ties occupied three floors 
of a midtown Manhattan 
high-rise. There, with his 
brother and later two sons, 
he ran a legitimate business 
as middlemen between the 
buyers and sellers of stock. 
Madoff raised his profile by 
using the expertise to help 
launch Nasdaq, the first 
electronic stock exchange, 
and became so respected 
that he advised the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Com- 
mission on the system. But 
what the SEC never found 
out was that, behind the 
scenes, in a separate of- 
fice kept under lock and 
key, Madoff was secretly 
spinning a web of phan- 
tom wealth by using cash 
from new investors to pay 


returns to old ones. An old 
IBM computer cranked out 
monthly statements show- 
ing steady double-digit re- 
turns, even during market 
downturns. As of late 2008, 


the statements claimed 
investor accounts totaled 
$65 billion. 


The ugly truth: No securities 
were ever bought or sold. 
Madoff's chief financial of- 
ficer, Frank DiPascali, said 
in a guilty plea in 2009 that 
the statements detailing 
trades were “all fake." 

His clients, many Jews like 
Madoff and Jewish chari- 
ties, said they didn't know. 
Among them was Nobel 
Peace Prize winner and 
Holocaust survivor Elie WiI- 
esel, who recalled meet- 
ing Madoff years earlier at 
a dinner where they talked 
about history, education 
and Jewish philosophy — 
not money. 

Madoff "made a very good 
impression, Wiesel said dur- 
ing a 2009 panel discussion 
on the scandal. Wiesel ad- 
mitted that he bought into 
“a myth that he created 
around him that everything 
was so special, so unique, 
that it had to be secret." 
Like many of his clients, 
Madoff and his wife en- 
joyed a lavish lifestyle. They 
had the Manhattan apart- 
ment, an $11 million estate 
in Palm Beach, Florida and 
a $4 million home on the tip 
of Long Island. There was 
yet another home in the 
south of France, private jets 
and a yacht. 

It all came crashing down 
in the winter of 2008 with a 
dramatic confession. In a 
meeting with his sons, he 
confided his business was 
"all just one big lie." 

After the meeting, a lawyer 
for the family contacted 
regulators, who alerted 
the federal prosecutors 
and the FBI. Madoff was in 
a bathrobe when two FBI 
agents arrived at his door 
Unannounced on a De- 
cember morning. He invit- 
ed them in, then confessed 
after being asked "if there's 
an innocent explanation," 
a criminal complaint said. 
Madoff resoonded: "There 
isno innocent explanation." 
Madoff insisted he acted 
alone — something the FBI 
never believed.)

MOSCOW (AP) — Russian 
authorities levied = crimi- 
nal charges Wednesday 
against four young editors 
of an online student mag- 
azine that had coverage 
about the nationwide pro- 
tests supporting jailed op- 
position leader Alexei Na- 
valny earlier this year. 
Police raided the Moscow 
apartments of the four 
DOXA magazine editors as 
well as the apartments of 
two of the editors’ parents 
and the magazine's offic- 
es. The four were taken to 
Russia’s Investigative Com- 
mittee for questioning and 
charged with encouraging 
minors to take part in ille- 
gal activity, according to 
DOXA and a human rights 
group involved in their de- 
fense. 

DOXA said the law en- 
forcement actions were 
connected to a video the 
magazine ran about the 
January protests organized 
In support of Navalny. 
Mass protests engulfed cit- 
ies across Russia’s 11 time 
zones for two weekends in 
a row in January and were 
the biggest in recent years, 
posing a major challenge 
for the Kremlin. 
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Russia targets student magazine with raids, criminal charges

Associated Press 
DOXA said Wednesday 
that the video contained 
“no calls for unlawful ac- 
tions we were saying that 
young people shouldn't be 
afraid to express their opin- 
ion.” 
“The pressure the journalist 
community has faced re- 
cently is unprecedented, 
but we won't stop our work. 
We will continue to cover 


what's important for young 
people and will continue 
to stand up for their rights,” 
the magazine's statement 
read. The charges against 
the four editors carry po- 
tential criminal penalties of 
Up to three years in prison. 
They are part of the same 
criminal case Russian adu- 
thorities opened against 
Navalny’s chief strategist, 
Leonid Volkov, who was 
accused of encouraging 
minors to take part in un- 
authorized rallies, accord- 
ing to Damir Gainutdinov, 
head of the Net Freedoms 
Project of the Agora hu- 
man rights organization. 
Volkov, who left Russia 
in 2019, has rejected the 
charges, and on Wedhnes- 
day relayed “uncondition- 
al resoect and support” to 
DOXA’s team in a Face- 
book post. 

Agora is providing legal 
representation for three of 
the four editors. 

A court on Wednesday af- 
ternoon was set to decide 
on pre-trial restrictions for 
the DOXA editors. Dozens 
of supporters gathered in 
front of the courthouse in 
central Moscow; many car- 
ried banners saying “We 
are DOXA” and “Get your 
hands away from DOXA.” _}

was introduced in the city’s 
legislature on Wednesday, 
setting in motion changes 
that will give Beijing great- 





er control over the process 
while reducing the number 
of directly elected repre- 
sentatives. 

The bill is part of efforts to 
rein in political protests and 
opposition in Hong Kong, 
which is part of China but

has had a more liberal po- 
litical system since the 1997 
handover from Britain. 
Political freedoms have 
been under threat since 
China imposed a nation- 
al security law on Hong 
Kong last year and Is now 
revamping its electoral 
process as part of a crack- 
down after months of 
pro-democracy protests 
In 2019 that brought hun- 
dreds of thousands to the 
streets. 

Hong Kong Secretary for 
Constitutional and Main- 
land Affairs Erick Tsang said 
ata meeting at the legisla- 
ture that the bill will bolster 
the national foundation 
and improve the gover- 
nance of Hong Kong. 

The bill was read for the 
first and second time on 
Wednesday. 

It is expected to pass by 


the end of May after the 
third reading with little op- 
position. All pro-democ- 
racy lawmakers resigned 
in November — following 
the ousting of four of their 
colleagues who were 
deemed insufficiently loyal 
by Beijing. 

“This provides a sound 
foundation to ensure Hong

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On Memorial Day, Israel mourns, reflects on vets’ trauma

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel 
marked its national Memo- 
rial Day for fallen soldiers 
on Wednesday, in a year 
when national attention 
has been focused on the 
plight of veterans suffering 
from psychological trauma. 
Memorial Day is the most 
solemn day on Israel's na- 
tional calendar. Bereaved 
families visit cemeteries 
and attend memorial cere- 
monies, and television and 
radio shiff programming 
to somber music, broad- 
casts of memorial services 
and documentaries about 
slain soldiers. This year also 
included a_ nationwide 
discussion about soldiers’ 
mental health after a de- 
spondent young combat 
veteran set himself on fire 
outside a government of- 
fice. The soldier, Itzik Said- 
ian, was in critical condi- 
tion. 

IN an annual ritual, the 
sounding of a two-minute 
siren around the country 
brought people to a mo- 
mentary halt. 

Pedestrians stood still in 
the street and motorists 
stopped on the highway 
and stood with heads 
bowed. 

Israel has fought half a doz- 
en wars with neighboring 
Arab countries, battled two

Palestinian uprisings and 
endured scores of deadly 
militant attacks since its 
establishment in 1948.

At sundown on Wednes- 
day, the country will transi- 
tion from remembrance to 
joyous celebration, kicking 
off its 73rd Independence 
Day.

rial service at Jerusalem's 
Mount Herzl military cem- 
etery, Prime Minister Ben- 
jamin Netanyahu said that 
Israel “must never remain 
apathetic to the threats of 
war and extermination of 
those who seek to elimi- 
nate us.” His remarks came 
in the midst of heightened 
tensions between _ Israel 
and regional arch-enemy 
lran, following an explosion 
at an Iranian nuclear facil- 
ity earlier this week. Iran has

His family said he 
suffered severe depression 
from the trauma of the war, 
but struggled to receive fi- 
nancial support from the 
Defense Ministry.

U.S. urges Lebanese leaders to break political impasse 


BEIRUT (AP) — A senior U.S. 
official on Wednesday be- 
rated Lebanese politicians 
for fighting over the forma- 
tion of a new government 
for months while millions 
endure mounting €co- 
nomic hardship. 

David Hale, U.S. undersec- 
retary of state for political 
affairs, said America and 
the international commuvu- 
nity are ready to help, “but 
we can do nothing mean- 
ingful without a Lebanese 
partner.” Hale spoke on a 
two-day visit to Lebanon 
amid a monthslong politi- 
cal deadlock and danger- 
ous riff between the presi- 
dent and prime minister- 
designate. The split has 
prevented the formation 
of a new Cabinet tasked 


with halting the country’s 
rapid economic collapse. 
The outgoing government 
resigned last August, fol- 
lowing a massive explosion

Cruise Tourism 

The cruise industry has been 
paralyzed since the begin- 
ning of the pandemic. Re- 
cently, if was announced 
that Aruba is part of the 
itinerary of Celebrity Cruise 
lines which will re-initiate 
their services in June of 
2021. However a definitive 
date has not been given 
yet for the start of this op- 
eration for the Caribbean. 
The cruise industry is pend- 
ing for the CDC (Centers 
for Disease Control and

There 
are currently cruise ships 
stationed at our harbor 
as ‘warm lay-up’, mean- 
ing they are on standby 
pending instructions upon 
startup of the operation.

What to expect for the re- 
maining of 2021? 

Based on different current 
developments and analy- 
sis a forecast is being ob- 
served for the 2nd quarter 
of 2021. Projections show 
an increase of 15% to 37% 
compared to the first quar- 
ter of 2021, in which A.T.A. 
received a total of 112,317 
visitors. The revised projec- 
tion indicates that Aruba 
will be closing 2021 with a 
“cautious optimistic” sce- 
nario (recovery vs. 2019:

Origin of Papiamento- Aruba’s native language 


ORANJESTAD — _  Papia- 
mento, Creole language of 
ABC (Aruba, Bonaire and 
Curacao) is from the Cape 
Verdean Creole family 
(Cape Verdean language) 
and was taken to the Ca- 
ribbean in the 9th century 
by the Cape Verdeans 
of that time (linings and 
slaves), experts in cane 
culture and sugar produc- 
tion, and who were hired 
by Jewish entrepreneurs 
who went to invest in this 
business in the Caribbean. 
Cape Verdeans taught 
this pre-industrial revolu- 
tion technology (planting 
cane and producing sugar, 
which they had learned 
from Madeirans) to slaves 
from other African regions, 
and did so in their lan- 
guage, Cape Verde Creole 
(Cape Verdean language) 
, hence the language im- 
planted in Aruba, Bonaire 
and Curacgao. 


Unlike many _ interesting 
stories, wanting to link Pa- 


piamento directly to Portu- 
guese, Galician or Castilian 
(see Papiamento, on Wiki- 
pedia - Portuguese version 
and Spanish version, where 
the Portuguese and Span- 
ish, each claim the direct 
origin of Papiamento), in 
fact, this is not true. Papia- 
mento is not direct from 
Portuguese, Galician or 
Castilian, it is from the Cape 
Verde Creole family (Cape 
Verdean language). You 
can see this best when it's 
saying obscene words and 
offending someone, pre- 
cisely as they say today in 
both ABC and Cape Verde 
islands. The obscene words 
kept the original, had no 
lexical influence either from 
Castilian or Dutch. Also the 
Papi Cristang of Malacca, 
the Patua of Macau, and 
several creoles from the 
east (from Daman, Sri Lan- 
ka, Myanmar, Philippines, 
Indonesia) and Africa 
(Casamanca, Guinea Bis- 
sau, Sierra Leone and Nige- 
ria, these last two releases 


to the English), all originat- 
ed in the Creole of Cabo 
Verde (Cape Verdean 
language), which was the 
French language spoken 
in Portuguese feitories on 
the coast of Africa (from 
Senegal to Sierra Leone), 
and which was taken east 
by the thousands of cable 
- Verdeans (linings and 
slaves, already Christian- 
ized and speaking Creole) 
who served as sailors and 
“slaves of arms" in Portu- 
guese caravels, demand- 
ing the east. | don't know 
why the official history of 
Portugal usually omits this 
fact, which is in the chron- 
icles of the quinrentist 
chroniclers, but which we 
never saw in the history 
of Portugal that we study 
from primary education to 
higher education. Howev- 
er, it has always been tried 
to deceive us, in colonial 
time, that we were descen- 
dants of Viriato (Iberian 
hero in the fight against the 
Romans) and the pastors of 
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the Hermini Mountains, but 
not much speaking of our 
black-African ancestry. 

We Cape Verdeans un- 
derstand each other very 
well with these Antillans 
and Easterns, whose lan- 
guage is from the same 
Creole family of Cape 
Verde (Cape Verdean 
language), speaking their 
Creole and we ours. There- 
fore, Papiamento, Papi 
Cristang, Patugd Macaense 
and the creoles, said of 
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Portuguese origin, Daman, 
India, Sri Lanka, Myanmar, 
some locations in the Phil- 
ilppines and some places 
in Indonesia, are creoles 
of the language family 
Cape Verde Creole (Cape 
Verdean language) and 
indirectly the Galaico-Du- 
rilense or Galaico-Portu- 
guese, a language that the 
people spoke in Portugal in 


the 6th and 7th century.

Coinbase Global Inc.’s ini- 
tial public offering comes 
with cryptocurrency chat- 
ter seemingly everywhere, 
even at the U.S. Federal Re- 
serve. Digital currencies are 
being incorporated into 
business plans and accept- 
ed by major corporations 
like Tesla, PayPal and Visa. 
The San Francisco-based 
company's listing on a pUb- 
lic stock exchange Is seen 
by some as an inflection 
point for digital currencies, 
as Coinbase’s fortunes are 
closely tied to Bitcoin, the 
most popular cryptocur- 
rency.

value around $98.2 billion. 
That market value makes 
Coinbase one of the big- 
gest publicly traded USS. 
companies — just 83 com- 
panies in the S&P 500 index 
have market values above 
$100 billion. Coinbase’s 
value is greater than the 
combined market value of 
Nasdaq Inc., which runs the 
Nasdag Stock Market, and 
Intercontinental Exchange, 
which owns the New York 
Stock Exchange. 

Founded in 2012, Coinbase 
became popular among 


cryoptocurrency fans by 
providing them with an 
easier way to exchange 
shares of Bitcoin and other 
digital currencies. 

Coinbase said it had 56 
million verified users as 
of March 31, with 6.1 mil- 
lion making transactions 
monthly. Trading volume 
in the first quarter was $335 
million. Coinbase earns 0.5% 
of the value of every trans- 
action that goes through its 
system. So if someone buys 
$100 in Bitcoin, Coinbase 
earns 50 cents. If Bitcoin

or Etherium prices drop, 
the commissions Coinbase 
earns drop as well, giving It 
some exposure fo the digi- 
tal currencies’ rise and fall. 
Instead of using a tradition- 
al IPO, Coinbase went pub- 
lic through a public listing. 
That means it avoided the 
typical agreements” with 
big banks that would buy 
thousands of shares and 
promote them. A direct list- 
ing allows insiders and early 
investors to convert their 
stakes in the company into 
publicly traded stock. 


Other recent direct listings 
include the music stream- 
Ing service Spotify in 2018, 
the messaging _ service 
Slack in 2019 and the data- 
mining company Palantir 
Technologies in 2020. 
Shares of Coinbase should 
attract investors who want 
to get into the cryptocur- 
rency space in addition to, 
or without buying any coins 
at all, said Lule Demmissie, 
president of Ally Invest. 

“It could also be a less vol- 
atile security than the coins 
themselves,” Demmissie 
says.

Trainer last week put a valu- 
ation on Coinbase closer 
to $18.9 billion, arguing it 
will face more compe}ti- 
tion as the cryptocurrency 
market matures.

Pushback against restrictive voting measures gains momentum

Over the weekend more 
than a hundred top ex- 
ecutives and corporate 
leaders gathered online 
to discuss their resoonse to 
restrictive voting laws un- 
der consideration in sev- 
eral states and already en- 
acted in Georgia. Media 
reports indicate the state- 
ment put out Wednes- 
day was discussed during 
the weekend meeting. It 
comes after 72 Black ex- 
ecutives signed a_ similar 
statement last month in the 
wake of changes to Geor- 
gia’s voting laws. 

This week, the leaders of 
three-dozen major Michi- 
gan companies, including 
General Motors and Ford, 
objected to Republican- 


soonsored election _ bills 
that would make it harder 
to vote in Michigan and 
other states. 

More than 350 different 
voting bills are Under con- 
sideration in dozens of 
states, according to a tally 
from the Brennan Center 
for Justice, a public-policy 
think tank.

A rare, rogue immune re- 
soonse is the main suspect 
as authorities investigate 
highly unusual blood clots 
following use of two similar 
COVID-19 vaccines from 
Johnson & Johnson and As- 
traZeneca. 

The U.S. recommended 
that states pause giving the 
J&J vaccine on Tuesday 
while authorities examine 
six reports of the Unusual 
clots, including a death, 
out of more than 6.8 million 
Americans given the one- 
dose vaccination so far. 
But the small number of 
cases sparked concern be- 
cause just last week, Euro- 
pean authorities said similar 
clots were possibly linked to 
the AstraZeneca vaccine, 
which is not yet OK'd in the 
U.S. That led some countries 
to limit its use to certain age 
groups. Also Tuesday, J&J 
delayed its imminent Euro- 
oean rollout. 

WHAT MAKES THESE CLOTS 
DIFFERENT? 

These are not typical blood 
clots. They’re weird in two 
ways. 

First, they’re occurring in 
Unusual parts of the body, 
such as veins that drain 
blood from the brain. Sec- 
ond, those patients also 
have abnormally low levels 
of platelets -- cells that help 
form clots -- a condition 
normally linked to bleed- 
ing, not clotting. 

Scientists in Norway and 
Germany first raised the 
possibility that some people

WHY SUSPECT IMMUNE RE- 
SPONSE? 

The first clue: A widely used 
blood thinner named hep- 
arin sometimes causes a 
very similar side effect. Very 
rarely, heparin recipients 
form antibodies that both 
attack and overstimulate 
platelets, said Dr. Geoffrey 
Barnes, a clot expert at the 
University of Michigan. 

“It kind of can cause both 





sides of the bleeding-clot- 
ting soectrum,” Barnes said. 
Because heparin is used so 
often in hospitals, that re- 
action is something “that 
every hospital in America 
knows how to diagnose 
and treat. 

"There also are incredibly 
rare reports of this weird 
clot-low platelet combina- 
tion in people who never 
took heparin, such as after 
an infection. Those unex- 
plainable cases haven't 
gotten much attention, 
Barnes said, until the first 
clot reports popped up in 
some AstraZeneca vac- 
cine recipients.

WHAT DOES ~ RESEARCH 
SHOW? 

In two studies in the New 
England Journal of Medi- 
cine last week, research 
teams from Norway and 
Germany found platelet- 
attacking antibodies in the 
blood of some AstraZene- 
ca vaccine recipients who 
had the strange clots. The 
antibodies were similar to 
those found with the hepa- 
rin side effect even though 
the patients had never 
used that blood thinner. 
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It’s not yet clear if there’s a 
similar link to the J&J vac- 
cine. But the J&J and Astra- 
Zeneca vaccines, as well 
as a Russian COVID-19 vac- 
cine and one from China, 
are made with the same 
technology. They train the 
immune system to recog- 
nize the spike protein that 
coats the coronavirus. To 
do that, they use a cold vi- 
rus, called an adenovirus, 
to carry the spike gene into 
the body. 

FDA's Marks wouldn't say 
if the weird clots may be 
common fo these so-called 
adenovirus-vector VaCc- 
cines. In addition to the As- 
traZeneca data, J&J makes 
an Ebola vaccine the same 
way and he said authorities 
would examine “the total- 
ity of the evidence.” 

WHAT ABOUT OTHER VAC- 
CINES? 

The most widely used CO- 
VID-19 vaccines in the US. 
from Pfizer and Moderna 
are made with a complete- 
ly different technology, and 
the FDA said there Is no sign 
of a similar clot concern 
with those vaccines. 

What about people wor- 
ried because they re- 
ceived the J&J vaccina- 
tione Marks said it’s impor- 
tant not to confuse the rare 
clot risk with normal flu-like 
symptoms people often 
feel a day or two after a 
COVID-19 vaccination. He 
said concerning symptoms, 
such as severe headache 
or severe abdominal pain, 
would occur a week To 
three weeks after the J&J 
vaccine.) 


vaccine. Now what? 


“It’s less than one in a mil- 
lion,” said Dr. Anthony Fau- 
ci, the top U.S. infectious 
disease specialist. 
Common side effects after 
getting a COVID-19 vac- 
cine can include arm pain 
and normal flu-like symp- 
toms for a couple days 
afterward. Those aren't 
pleasant, but they aren't 
what officials are con- 
cerned about. 

Instead, be on the look- 
out for different, more se- 
vere symptoms associated 
with the clots, particularly 


between one and three 
weeks after the shot. 
Those include severe 
headache, backache, 
abdominal pain, shortness 
of breath, leg swelling, tiny 
red spots on the skin or 
bruising. 

If those symptoms show 
Up, seek medical treat- 
ment right away. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
has issued advice to 
helo doctors spot these 
rare clots and safely treat 
them.)

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On ‘Promising Young Woman,’ consent, and a harrowing ending

“Man. That ending!” 

That's likely what you'd 
hear everyone saying on 
the way out of the multi- 
plex — if we were alll still go- 
ing to the multiplex — after 
“Promising Young Woman.” 
IN an audacious and pro- 
vocative film (nominated 
for five Oscars), there’s no 
part more audacious and 
orovocative than the final 
act, in which former medi- 
cal student Cassie (Carey 
Mulligan) exacts her very 
Unique form of revenge.

(That 
might shock some who think 
it’s already pretty darned 
bleak.)Things were tense 
on set the days they shot a 
particularly difficult scene, 
with a stunt team doing 
the blocking but Mulligan, 
a best actress nominee for 
her fierce and nimble per- 
formance, performing | It 
herself. It was grueling even

before the realism went too 
far and Mulligan was briefly 
in actual physical danger.

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MLB will have minor league experiment with moving back mound

NEW YORK (AP) — Maoajor 
League Baseball wants 
to see if moving back the 
pitcher's mound will in- 
crease offense. 

MLB will experiment with a 
12-inch greater distance 
between the mound and 
home plate during a por- 
tion of the Atlantic League 
season in an effort to de- 
crease strikeouts and _in- 
crease offense. 

The pitching rubber will be 
moved back to 61 feet, 
6 inches starting Aug. 3 
during the second half of 
the independent minor 
league's season. 

“It’s a direct response to 
the escalating — strikeout 
rate, where you're giving 
the hitter approximately 
one one-hundreth of a sec- 
ond of additional time to 
decide whether to swing 
at a pitch, which has the 
effect just in terms of reac- 
tion time of reducing the 
effective velocity of a pitch 
by roughly 1.5 mph,” said 
Morgan Sword, MLB’s ex- 
ecutive vice president of 
baseball operations. “The 
ouroose of the test and 
hope is giving hitters even 
that tiny additional piece 
of time will allow them to 
make more contact and 
reduce the strikeout rate.” 
In 2019, the last full season, 
strikeouts set a record for 
the 12th consecutive year 
at 42,823, up 33% from

32,189 in 2007. Strikeouts ex- 
ceeded hits the last three 
seasons after never occur- 
ring before in major league 
history. 

MLB calculated the aver- 
age fastball velocity last 
year at 93.3 mph and esti- 
mated the increased dis- 
tance would decrease the 
equivalent to 91.6 mph. 
The mound has been at its 
current distance since 1893, 
when the National League 
moved the rubber back 
5 feet. Strikeouts declined 
from 8.5% in 1892 to 5.2% in 
1893 and the batting aver- 
age increased from .245 in 
1892 to .280. 


Chicago Cubs president 
of baseball operations Jed 
Hoyer compared these 
changes to the lowering of 
the pitcher's mound from 
15 inches to 10 for the 1969 
season. 

“We've got to do some- 
thing to get more offense 
in the game, whether you 
want to talk about the 
mound being moved back 
a foot, whether you want 
to talk about different ways 
of getting rid of the shift, 
whether you want fo talk 
about substances on the 
ball,” Hoyer said. “We need 
to make adjustments. The 
DH originally came of these

adjustments. The mound 
being lowered came from 
these adjustments. And | 
personally am of the mind 
of — obviously, | love base- 
ball, but | don’t believe the 
rules are written on stone 
tablets.” 

Many baseball purists op- 
pose changing distances 
on the field. Commissioner 
Rob Manfred has been 
open to considering in- 
novations to a_ tradition- 
bound sport. 

“That seems pretty dras- 
tic, but again | think those 
are things that, you know, 
sometimes the — craziest 
of ideas end up having 


some traction,” New York 
Yankees manager Aaron 
Boone said. “I think that it’s 
important that you try these 
things out when you're try- 
ing to consider different 
things in a league where 
you can kind of really take 
some information and see 
how It works out.” 

Two years ago, MLB an- 
nounced that Atlantic 
League mounds would be 
moved back 24 inches to 
62 feet, 6 inches, for the 
second half of that season 
but then abandoned the 
experiment before it be- 
gan. 

In addition, the MLB partner 
league will have an experi- 
mental “double-hook DH” 
rule in which a team would 
lose its designated hitter 
when its starting pitcher 
leaves the game. That will 
be in effect the entire sea- 
son, which starts May 27, 
and the goal is to encour- 
age managers to leave 
their starting pitchers in 
games longer. 

The Atlantic League will 
continue use of the auto- 
mated ball-strike computer 
umpire system that it start- 
ed with in 2019. The ABS 
will be used in some Low-A 
Southeast League games 
this season. 

In a change, the strike zone 
in the Atlantic League this 
year will be Ttwo-dimension- 
al, measuring at the front 
of home plate, rather than 
three-dimensional.)
